[-] Check your home's insulation. 
You could be using up to 50% more 
energy than necessary to heat or cool 








[_] If you happen to have electric 
heating, you probably have separate 
thermostats for individual rooms.

(_] Don’t use your oven to heat your 
apartment or home. 


(_] Turn off lights when not in use. 


That seems obvious, but some people 
believe it costs more to turn lights

[_] In summertime, set your air- 
conditioning thermostat as high as 
you can without being uncomfortable.

upports academic re- 
earch in the natural 
ciences, mathematics 
nd engineering at pri- 
ate, predominantly un- 
ergraduate institutions, 

Dr. Cornell, whose 
‘ield of research is the 
“Biochemistry of Biolo- 
sical Variation,” will 
study the chemical basis 
‘or physiological differ- 
2nceS among individual 
organisms, Dr. Fass’ 
droject is a continuation 
of work he began several 
years ago on the “‘Reac- 
ions of Photochemically- 


-roduced Hot Hydrogen 
Atoms,”” 
Dr. Cornell’s re- 


search is de Signed to pro= 
vide useful information 
about evolutionary me- 
shanisms and about the 
diology of individuals and 
0pulations, 

When comparisons 
are made for individuals 
selonging to the same or 
lifferent species, large 
variations are seen in 
*hysiological parame- 
ers such as growth rates 
during maturation, basal 
netabolic rates, and re- 
sponses to stress, oo eae 
yorael said, 


“One possible explan- 
ition for those physiolo- 
sical variations could be 
senetic differences in the 
‘egulatory systems which 
:Ontrol the amounts and 
activities of enzymes’’, 
“nzymes, he explained, 
are biological catalysts 
that make it possible for 
living organisms to as-~ 
Similate nutrients and to 
extract energy from 
oxidizable food, 


The first phase of the 
Study involves the con- 
struction of computer 
models which simulate 
the complex reaction se- 
quences characteristic of

before getting to a hos-

Cranston, a co-spon- 
sor of the bill and a 
member of the Senate La- 
bor Subcommittee on 
Health, said there are 
about 340,000 such deaths 
nationally each year, ac- 
cording to the American 
Heart Assn, 


‘‘Many of these deaths 
could be prevented if our 
communities had a pro- 
perly staffed and inte- 
grated transportation and 
communications system 
to bring medical care to 
the victim promptly,’ 
Cranston said, 

Prompt, on-the - spot 
action by trained para- 
medics, Cranston said, 

“might. not only avert 
death but also alleviate 
damage to the heart and 
its pumping mechanism 
which often seriously dis- 
ables a patient even when 
he survives,”’ 


Cranston’s program 
calls on the Institute to 
develop ways to: 

1, Train papamedics 
“to perform life-saving 
techniques that may be 
initiated before profes- 
sional medical and sur- 
gical attention is avail- 
able,”’ 

Such steps could in- 
clude administering in- 
travenous saline or glu- 
cose solutions or an an- 
tiarrhythmic drug to get 
the heart to start beat- 
ing regularly again, 
Cranston said,

medics could transmit 
patient data to the hos- 
pital, such as his EKG, 
heart beat measurement,
